On 
motion  of  Mr.  Moore  this  was  granted. 
The  Soho  Park  and  Land  Company 
were  given  permission  to  open  Belle- 
ville  Avenue  east  of  Willetts  Street 
for  the  extension  of  tbe  water  maiu 
Mr.  Moore  informed  the  Committee 
that  he  had  received  a  communica¬ 
tion  from  life  Glen  Ridge  Borough 
Street  Lighting  Committee,  request¬ 
ing  a  conference  with  tbe  similar 
Committee  of  tbe  Township  to 
range  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets 
leading  te  and  from  the  Township 
aud  the  .Borough. 

Mr.  Haskell  said  that  he  had  com 
municated  with  the  officials  of  tbe 
Consolidated  Traction  Company  in 
relation  to  the  poor  service  furnished 
the  Bloomfield  line.

Mr.  Lawrence  called  attention  to 
the  wretched  condition  of  the  roadB 
and  sidewalks  as  left  by  the  sewer 
contractors.  Engineer  Olmsted  in 
answer  to  a  question  said  that  he  bad 
no  authority  to  compel  them  to  clean 
up‘.  He  had  made  arrangements  to 
have  the  surplus  dirt  from  Montgom¬ 
ery  Street  removed  to  the  new  Beech 
Street  bridge.  The  sewer  work  has 
to  be  completed  about  Jan.  1,  1898 
The  contractors  have  not  the  facili¬ 
ties  to  remove  the  surplus  dirt  as 
promptly  as  it  should  be  done.

Road  Committee. 


in  retqieot  to  the  provision  that  prop¬ 
erty  shall- l>e  assessed  at  its  true  value. 
It  has  beeu  a  universal  practice  of 
]<>cal  assessors  to  assess  property  at  a 
given  percentage  of  its  true  value.  If 
lbe  assessors  bed  agreed  upon  a 
given  percentage  no  harm  would  have 
been  done  except  to  produce  low  val¬ 
uations  aud  a  high  tax  rate. 

The  difficulty  always  has  been  that 
the  assessors  within  a  county  made 
their  assessments  on  a  different  per¬ 
centage  basts,  with  tbe  result  that  an 
undue  proportion.-  of  tbe  county  tax 
was  made  by  those  municipaltiee  in 
which  th-  percentage  of  valuation 
was  tbe  highest*  The  cities  generally 
got  the  worst  of  this  practice,  as  the 
township  assessors  constituted,  in 
most  if  not  all  cases,  a  majority  of  the 
county  tioard  of  assessors,  and  the  ef¬ 
forts  to  have  the  township  assessors 
(•ring  their  assessed  valuations  up  to 
the  same  percentage  of  tbs  true  value 
as  prevailed  iu  tbe  cities  proved  una¬ 
vailing.  Tbe  Stats  Board  of  Taxatiou 
during  tbe  last  two  or  three  years  has 
interfered  several  times  to  equalize 
the  valualisns,  and  now  in  order  to 
do  away  with  the  possibility  qf  any 
cause  fur  complaint,  the  board  insists 
that  all  taxable  property  shall  be  as¬ 
sessed  at  its  true  value,  as  provided 
for  in  the  constitution,  and  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  Legislature  empower 
ths  board  lo  remove  any  local  as 
sors  who  wilfully  violate  Ibis  provision 
of  the  organic  la  t/  ol  the  State. 

Another  important  recommsnda 
tion  made  by  tbe  board,  and  one  that 
is  likely  to  meet  with  much  opposition 
if  an  attempt  embodying  it,  is  that 
advocates  the  abolishment  of  the  ex¬ 
emptions  from  taxation  now  allewed 
to  veterans  of  the  late  war,  tiremen 
and  members  of  tbe  National  Guard. 
Under  the  law  which  allows  these 
three  classes  of  persons  to  be  exempt 
from  tbe  payment  of  five  hundred 
dollars’  worth  of  property,  there  ia 
now  in  this  State  over  ten  million  doL 
lara'  worth  ef  prrp$rty  that  eaca 
taxation.  This  is  about  one  eightieth 
of  tbe  valuation  placed  upon  property 
upon  which  a  tax  is  paid.  An  effort 
was  made  last  winter  to  do  away  with 
tbe  exemption  allowed  lo  firemen,  but 
tbe  latter  fought  tbe  bill  successfully. 
Tbe  Suite  Boprd  of  Taxation  asks 
that  tbe  exemptions  be  wiped  out,  on 
the  ground  that  this  is  not  the  proper 
way  to  compensate  soldiers,  firemen 
and  militiamen,  and  because  tbe  ex¬ 
emption  privilege  is  greatly  abused, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  men  who 
become  nominal  firemen  to  escape 
trxation. 

The  board  does  not  advocate  tbe 
abolishment  of  the  exemption  allewed 
to  churches,  charitable  and  education* 
al  institutions  and  cemeteries,  but  de¬ 
sires  the  exemptions  modified,  so  that 
they  lyill  not  operate  where  tbe  prup 
erty  is  used  for  purposes  of  revenue, 
such  as  property  owned  by  a  church 
and  recited  ont,  and  cemeteries  run 
for  private  gain. 

A  third  recommendation  ie  to  pre 
vent  bank  stock  escaping  tavAtion 
Tbe  bqard  favors  either  taxing  tbe 
stock  in  tbe  municipality  where  tbe 
bank  is  located,  or  compelling  tbe 
hank  officials  to  furnish  the  State 
Board  of  Taxation  with  tbe  name  and 
residence  of  each  shareholder,  to¬ 
gether  with  tbfi  amount  of  his  hold¬ 
ing,  in  orJer  that  the  local  assessors 
may  be  notified.  The  other  recom 
mendations  bate  reference  to  tbe 
machinery  of  tbe  assessing  depart¬ 
ment
